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DETAILED ACTION 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The cited 
combination of references to Wada ('893), Abuelyaman ('062), Tomalia ('466), and 
Wada ('955) fail to render obvious the combination of hydrogel-forming polymer 
particles, at least one hydrophilic polymer of dendritic structure, and at least one water- 
insoluble phosphate wherein the components are present on the surface of the 
hydrogel-forming particles. In particular, the primary reference to Wada ('893) fails to 
disclose a polymer having a dendritic structure; a dendritic structure is a hyper- 
branched polymer wherein the degree of branching is 1 . The secondary references fail 
to alleviate the primary reference for 3 reasons: 

a) The polymer of Wada ('893) must contain primary, secondary or tertiary 
amino functioni groups and the Dendrimer disclosed in Abuelyaman only have hydroxyl- 
termination. 

b) The Abuelyaman reference is not in the same field of endeavor as the Wada 
('893) document because the particles in the Wada reference are hydrophobic inorganic 
particles, and the Wada reference is related to hydrophilic polymer particles. 

c) Due to the substantial difference in structure and properties of the polyamine 
disclosed by '893 and the modified or unmodified dendrimer of '062, a person of 
ordinary skill in the art would not have substituted one for the other with any reasonable 
or predictable expectation of success. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
